West German Dieter Braun, who 


finished second to Giacomo Agostini in 
last year’s 350cc World Championship 
battle, is giving four wheeled racing a 
go. Braun is racing a March in Formula 
2 events, just a step below the elite 
competition of the Formula 1 GP 
circuit.

Kenny Roberts, Gene Romero, John 
Cecotto, Walter Villa, Kent Andersson 
and other world class riders are said to 
already have signed contracts. 


Gary Fischer has been doing 
development work on the 
Harley-Davidson 250s for the 
Milwaukee factory. He'll ride one both 
in club races on the east coast and at the 
Laguna Seca National, providing 
“money talks” work out. So far, all his 
work has been on a “freebie” basis, 
which he likes not at all. 


Ron Pierce working for the factory 
team to improve the Kawasaki 250’s 
power band (“It’s a little too narrow, 
and if you’re not careful, you get 
yourself off the power band real 
easy.”’), views Yamaha’s Kenny Roberts 
and Harley-Davidson’s ‘‘maybe’’ Gary 
Fischer as his chief competition for 
Laguna Seca. What about Gary Scott? 
“If my Kawasaki’s good, I don’t think 
I'll have any problem.”

I’ve seen an entrant bring 
another rider, who has lost his lights, to 
the checkpoint in the beam of his own 
head lamp.” 

King, who is operations manager for 
Cycle Battery Supplies, Victor Plastics 
and Cycle Dealer Supply companies in 
Santa Fe Springs, began his volunteer 
efforts as a hobby in 1969. It is through 
his arrangements that many of the 
supplies from spark plugs to oil are 
donated to the racers to fill their needs 
as they go through the pit stops.

Your letter concerning our District 
37 race, April 20, again shows that you 
misrepresent opinion as fact and that 
you are insensitive to different 
surroundings and different tracks. 

Our major concern in putting on a 
race is rider safety. Our track requires a 
lot of preparation because of the 
ground, which is mostly silty dirt. This 
takes time, you can’t have both a short 
race schedule and track watering and 
maintenance during the day. 

We agree that the race started late; 
however, we feel the rest of your 
comments are invalid. As for practice, 
each group was allotted the same 
amount of time, 10 minutes. We can’t 
be responsible for riders who get out to 
practice late. No one else complained 
that they only got two laps. You said 
that at least one half of the racers were 
local pie plates, not true! According to 
the entries, 114 were district riders and 
49 were pie plate riders. We absorbed all 
the pie plates into the regular district 
races except for the 125 Novice class 
which required two extra divisions. Our 
track is smaller and therefore cannot 
safely handle more than 24 riders per 
race. 

You also stated that “the final race of 
the first round started around three. 
Naturally, the second motos were all 
shortened in order to beat darkness.” If 
you left the track at 12:30, this 
statement is not even opinion, it is 
assumption. 

You stated that we as a club are too 
tight to care about others. It appears 
that a) adjusting the number of riders in 
a moto related to track conditions and 
safety, b) caring for the track before 
and during the race day, and c) just by 
putting on a District 37 motocross, 
shows our concern. If we didn’t care, 
our race day could be done by three but 
with more injuries and poorer racing 
conditions. 

It appeared that the only complaint 
throughout your letter was that the day 
was going to be a long one, which it 
was. In talking to you at the race, it 
seemed that the major reason for your 
concern was that you had a dinner 
engagement that evening. That’s your 
problem, not ours. When we travel to 
Carlsbad and other places for district 
races, it takes us up to four hours to 
drive home, but we consider it part of 
racing because it is. 

When we asked you for suggestions 
how to make the program run faster, 
your only comment was to either kick 
out the pie plates or throw them all in 
with the 125 Amateur/Expert class, 
which would have amounted to 56 
riders in one class. This clearly goes 
against the District 37 rules if not 
common sense. 

In the future, may we humbly suggest 
two things: 1. Don’t present your 
opinion as fact. 2. Try not to plan your 
social engagements on Sunday evening.

Lincoln, Nebraska is both a 
college town (Go, Big Red!) and 
the state capitol. It is now the 
home of America’s newest motor- 
cycle assembly plant. That this 
plant is owned by a Japanese firm 
and builds Kawasakis instead of 
that nebulous Great American 
Motorcycle is either an accident of 
timing or an indication that American 
moto-industrialists have no hair. Maybe 
that’s an unkind cut, as financial 
horsepower beats hair in any poker 
game, and Kawasaki just got the right 
amount of money teamed with the right 
people first. 

Though it seemed a bit ludicrous at 
the time to hear Kawasaki Motor Corp. 
President Yoji Hamawaki declare at the 
plant dedication, “This is an American 
motorcycle company,” the Lincoln 
facility tends to bear out his words in 
prac tice. 

Think of it as Japanese money ($13 
million invested so far) placed in the 
hands of an American manufacturing 
team. The plant management (mostly 
manufacturing professionals hired from 
a broad spectrum of industries across 
the country) is told, in effect, “You get 
this much this year, so much next year, 
and so on. Buy with it what you can.” 
They proceed to buy as much 
production tooling as they can afford 
each year, and perform as much of the 
manufacturing task as they have 
equipment for. Anything they can’t do 
gets done in Japan. 

They are set up now to assemble 
complete motorcycles on a mechanized 
three-branch line, and have been doing 
so since January. They scratch-build 
fuel tanks and frames. A swingarm line 
is dummied in and will be operational in 
a few weeks. They paint frames, tanks, 
and trim pieces on a conveyorized 
production line. They lace their own 
wheels from Japanese-supplied 
components. In total, the bikes are 
about 25% American-built. By law, it’s 
the critical 25%, as the stamped plate 
that goes onto the steering head says 
“Made in U.S.A.” 

The Lincoln plant presently employs 
235 people (mostly local-hires) and 
cranks out 100 bikes a day, or about 
25,000 a year. When fully up to speed, 
some 400 workers will turn out 100,000 
bikes annually from the low, flat 
red-and-white building nestled next to 
Lincoln’s jetport. 

Current production is exclusively 
KZ400s, the so-called “S” or “peasant” 
model with drum front brake and no 
electric starter which retails for $995 
suggested list. The Lincoln plant is 
selling every one it can build in direct 
competition with Kawasaki Japan, and 
already hard-nosed midwestern 
Kawasaki dealers are specifying “The 
Lincoln units” when they can get them. 
A competitive spirit is encouraged by 
Kawasaki management, and it sticks out 
as a type of jealous pride, whether one 
is talking to line workers or to line 
foreman Harrold Long. 

Its not an unfounded pride, as 
Harrold can point to a given work task 
and say, “We're doing it 20% cheaper 
than the Japanese already, and beating 
their quality standards.” To a 
production man, that’s heavy. 

They are doing it by combining good 
production machinery with a skilled 
work-force in ways that show someone 
did their homework. According to 
Long, there’s far less hand labor at 
Lincoln than at Kayaba. Yet few of the 
processes could be called truly 
“automated” current levels of 
investment calling for skilled hands 
with mechanical help in favor of costly 
and unduly complex machinery. 

For instance, on the frame line, 
pre-cut and  pre-bent tubing is

hand-loaded into frame jigs that locate 
the pieces with a combination of hand 
and hydraulic clamps. Then the joints 
are made with hand-held automatic 
wire-feed MIG welders. The frame is 
built up in three main stages. First the 
steering head and central backbone are 
built up. Then separate right and left 
side loop assemblies are built up. Finally 
the three main building blocks are 
joined along with necessary 
cross-bracing, gusseting and mounting 
brackets. With two lines working in 
parallel, cycle time at each work station 
is probably about nine minutes to 
support production of 100 units a day. 

Completed frames are placed in a 
complex aligning fixture which checks 
the frame and then “tweaks” it into 
alignment’ using some two dozen 
hydraulic pressure points under control 
of a skilled operator. The steering head 
is then align-bored and Voila! another 
frame is ready to hang on the paint 
line’s overhead conveyor. 

The paint line comes closest to being 
an “‘automated”’ process line, with some 
15 cleaning and pretreatment operations 
for tanks, frames, and other hardware. 
Paint is applied as the parts are carried 
past electrostatic spray discs. The paint 
is given (say) a positive charge as it 
leaves the spinning disc, while the part 
to be painted carries a negative charge. 
Result, the cloud of charged spray 
droplets literally wraps itself around the 
part and settles in while the operator 
watches. Neat. 

The tanks start life as stacks of steel 
stampings (vendor supplied) which are 
seam-welded on rolling-element 
resistance welding machines. The center 
seam along the top of the tank is ground 
flush and is totally invisible even before 
the tank is painted. The back of the 
seam, inside the tank, can just barely be 
felt with the fingers. It’s class, and the 
guys who make them know it. 

On the wheel line, hubs are chucked 
on semi-automatic lacing machines with 
three out of four rows of spokes 
pre-loaded. The rim is held concentric 
to the hub and both are free to rotate. 
The operator hand loads the remaining 
nine spokes, and laces the wheel by 
hand-guiding each of the 36 total to its 
proper hole, then tripping a footswitch. 
The machine grabs a nipple from a 
magazine feed and spins it on to a 
pre-set cutoff point, leaving each spoke 
about finger tight. At the next station, 
an air tool with pre-set cutoff torque 
tightens each spoke. At a third station, 
the wheel gets a final truing by hand. 
Cycle time is about a minute and a half 
at each station. A huge semi-automatic 
tire machine installs tire and tube, then 
the wheel slides down a conveyor to an 
automatic wheel balancer. 

Things finally come together on the 
three-branch powered assembly line: the 
frame line, front end line, and final trim 
line. Semi-complete fork assemblies are 
clamped into a 360-degree rotating 
fixture, flipped upside-down while a 
front fender and wheel are dropped in. 
Then things are flipped rightside-up for 
final installation. 

On the frame line, painted frames are 
pulled off, a hanging storage bank (like 
those things that whisk your suits to the 
counter at the dry cleaner) pre-kitted 
with steering head races and ID plate, 
then clamped to a hanging fixture on an 
overhead conveyor. As it creeps down 
the line, seat lock, side and center 
stands, and hor are assembled. Then 
the engine is swung in from a traversing 
chain hoist and installed, less carbs. 
Carbs and airbox come next, kitted with 
the throttle cables. Now it’s time for 
battery box and wiring harness to be 
neatly hung and tied. Chain, ignition 
coils, rear mudguard, swingarm, 


footpegs follow in more or less that 
order, along with a lot of stuff we 
forgot. 

To mate with the front end, the 
centerstand is dropped and a hydrualic 
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Hand controls (those knobs that look like floorshift levers) actuate hydraulic 
clamps on final assembly frame jig. Just load the pieces, clamp them up, and 
weld. Lots of homework went into this setup before it was right. 
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Where it all begins to come together. Frame line joins front 
end line on this powered lift table.

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platform brought up under it. The front 
end is swung in from the side, and the 
frame lowered down over the spindle. 
With everything snugged up, the bike 
can now rest on its front wheel and 
stand, so it’s unhooked from its 
overhead carriage (which disappears 
toward the ceiling on the conveyor 
return run) and rests on a floor 
conveyor to go down the final trim line. 

There it receives tank, seat, rear 
shocks, rear wheel and brake assembly, 
owners manuals, headlight, handlebars, 
controls, instruments, rear fender, 
taillight, gas, oil, a few loving pats and 
Voila! a complete ready-to-run 
motorcycle. It takes 23 people to run 
the assembly line at the 100-a-day rate. 

The bikes are started and warmed up 
in front of exhaust collectors while 
about 160 quality-control checks are 
made, including a white glove 
inspection. Two guys shuttle back and 
forth to ride the bikes to the dyno 
where they run through the gears, then 
do one burst to get a maximum power 
reading. The brakes are checked on a 
brake dyno, and the bike’s ready to 
have all its oil drained for packing 
(which also tends to flush out any early 
startup metal filings). Looking at the 
black tire marks roundabout, one of the 
testers admitted, “Yeah, it gets pretty 
loose around here come Friday 
afternoon.” 

Finished, tested bikes are hung on 
another conveyor which takes them 
through a big spray booth to get a light 
coat of preservative. Foam blocks are 
strapped to both sides, handlebars 
stowed and tied, then the whole kit is 
lifted up so it can just drop off the 
conveyor into a waiting box. Trick. 

And there you have it — motorcycle 
manufacture from A to Z with a lot of 
the letters still coming from Japan. 
Ultimately the Lincoln plant will do 
50% of the job, maybe more. By 
summer, Z-1s will be coming off the line 
(police models first), and by next year, 
maybe, the 175cc enduro. 

Ironically, only six of the 235 
employees are hardcore bikers (two of 
those are test riders). Essentially, the 
Kawasakis are put together by 
died-in-the-wool factory people who are 
equally at home building motorcycles or 
lawn furniture. That’s a bit of good 
(because the people are highly skilled 
and adaptable enough to learn any job 
cold) and a bit of bad (because they 
sometimes have to be beaten over the 
head to understand that what is 
acceptable in terms of factory specs and 
tolerances is not always good enough 
for the customer). 

There are the normal ration of 
screwups, like the time finished bikes 
were being hung on skyhooks because 
the plant ran out of the final decal to 
stick under the seat, and quality control 
wouldn’t “buy” the finished article 
without it. In factory work, the esprit 
de corps is to keep production rolling in 
spite of it all. 

Though you might expect the “Green 

Meanie” image to reflect in the plant’s 
color scheme, the exterior theme is red 
and white (no accident, as nearby 
Nebraska State exerts a powerful aura 
over the city of Lincoln. Has something 
to do with football.) The town’s newest 
industrial neighbor intends to fit right 
in. 
Call it the first of a new wave, call it 
getting a dose of our own economic 
imperialism (sic), whatever. The Lincoln 
Kawasaki plant is there, it’s working, 
and it’s blowing the old “Americans 
can’t compete with the Japanese” 
excuse into the weeds. 

What should stand out and smack 
you is the fact that there’s nothing in 
that plant that an American firm with 
about $20 million to spend couldn’t 
have had five years ago. And the bloody 
Detroit auto giants blow $200 million a 
year on annual styling changes alone. 
Hurts, don’t it? e 
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Clean so far, in a section that produced Hairy rock sections, beautiful piney- Uh —one... 
some wild get-offs — Marland woods add to Big Bear/rider appeal.

Low bridge!

BIG BEAR, CALIF., MAY 17-18 

Aside from the El Trial de Espana, 
the Big Bear 2-Day trial hosted by 
SCTA draws the most entries of 
the season. This year 182 riders 
came from as far away as Nevada in 
spite of a very low key promotion by 
intent. Somehow the word gets around. 

Team Honda certainly knew about 
the event, came fully prepared to win 
and win they did. The entire team 
competed including Joe Guglielmelli of 
Walla Walla, Washington and it also 
marked the debut of two new 250 
Honda works trials machines. These 
four-strokers, with a white tank, red 
frame, and weighing in at less than 200 
pounds, were ridden by Marland Whaley 
and Mark Eggar. 

Evidently, this is exactly what 
Marland needed to chalk up his second 
ATA win of the year. Marland was 
leading Bernie Schreiber (Bul) by only 
one point and Mark Eggar (Hon) by two 
points after the first day, but he then 
put together another good ride on 
Sunday to beat Bernie by six points. Joe 
Guglielmelli (Hon) finished third, Mark 
Eggar (Hon) fourth, and Mike Griffitts 
(Mon) fifth. 

While the trial was relatively easy for 
the nationally ranked riders (Marland 
only dropped 20 points in two days), 
many other Experts were dropping as 
many as 60-90 points a day. The 
maximum two-day score for Experts 
was 167 points. 

Two other nationally ranked riders 
came from out of state, Bruce Ryhti 

Suz) finished eighth and Ray Reser 
Oss) finished twelfth. 

SCTA donated their profits to the 
Cystic Fibrosis Foundation and the 
riders enjoyed the 12 mile loop weaving 
in and out of the forest. Continuous 
sections seven and eight with very large 
rocks and one very tight tum provided 
the greatest challenge, and section 11 
provided a fantastic view of Lucerne 
Valley and beyond. 

Section 12 was also tough for most of 
the Experts in that they had to jump a 
30-inch high log after a tight turn, turn 
tightly then jump it again. There were 
several spills there but the most 
spectacular endo was by Matt Pritchard 
who did a somersault over the 
handlebars after losing control at the 
top. 

According to a secret source (Ken 
Jones), the girl checkers at one section 
were awarding kisses to the lucky riders 
cleaning their section, Marland and 
Bernie must have enjoyed this. 

The Amateur class was practically a 
Bultaco sweep as Paul Williams (Bul), 
Dennis Gilmore (Bul), Mike Meade 
(Bul), and Raymond Soffa (Bul 
finished 1-2-3-4. Gary Goodwin (Suz 
finished fifth. Again the point spread 
was considerable with Paul Williams 
dropping only 41 points compared to 
207 points for rider “X”. 

In the 80 rider Novice class, Greg 
Carter on a 348 Montesa (must be one 
of the first in the U.S.), beat out Al 
Roper (Suz) and Steve Pagel (Bul), 
second and third respectively. Rick 
Tillett on a Yamaha TY 175 took the 
Senior class, Joanne Norton (Mon) took 
the Womens class, and Robin Tolleson 
(Hon) won the Kids B class. Derreck 
Bernard (Yam) beat out Robert Burman 
on a 100cc Bultaco to take the large 
Kids B class. 

In summation, it was a fun trial and 
the 500 plus people that camped there 
for two-three days must be commended. 
When SCTA President Jerry Quast and 
the Brobergs made the final inspection 
to assure the area was thoroughly 
cleaned up, they only found two bottle 
caps! This is why SCTA and the Forest 
Rangers get along so well. This was the 
final trial prior to the start of the nine 
rounds for the United States Trials 
Championship. °

Did Marland fiddle while Eggar 
burned? Based on early (and very 
unofficial) tabulations of points 
and time, Mark Eggar overturned 


Marland Whaley’s two point advantage 
by fimishing 38 fewer minutes into his 
grace period as the two gave Honda’s 
RTL 300 prototype a perfect one-two 
baptism in national competition. Time 
figured even more heavily here than at 
Barona,as nearly everyone finished late 
and point spreads were tight among the 
top riders. 

If heat was a factor at Barona, then 
heat and toil were redoubled on the 
severe up-and-down loop laid out in 
steep forested ravines at Mammoth Bar 
on the sparkling-swift American River. 
The first section, in sight of the starting 
line, was just a sample of what was to 
come. An L-shaped staircase paved with 
bowling balls, its ascent was a good 
forty feet wide with a multiplicity of 
possible lines, all of them bad. Marland 
Whaley, among the slightly awed first 
group of riders, spent a good twenty 
minutes studying it, a delay which may 
have cost him a clear victory. To add 
insult to injury, he fived it the first try. 
Among the other first-loopers, it was a 
series of threes and fives, until Bernie 
Schreiber got up it with a forceful two, 
and later Mike Griffitts replied with a 
one. 

From there, what could have been a 
point-by-point battle degenerated into a 
race for time and survival, as a 
bottleneck developed at traps two/three 
reminiscent of the Saddleback 
international. The two _ back-to-back 
traps were up a treacherous one-line 
water-wet gully with a sidehill single file 
approach and no way out except up. It 
seemed to take forever to clear. Further 
uphill was Four, another gully climb but 
with an interesting dual-line turn in it. 
Then a toiling climb up a zigzag sidehill 
trail that went on forever but gave a 
spectacular view across the gorge if one 
had time to look. 

Once clear of that, it was boogie 
time, through Five and back to camp 
where the hillclimb special test awaited. 
Marked with pie plates five through 
zero, score depended on where you 
stopped, and it was over the top any 
way you could get there for a clean. 
Marland, Bernie, and even one of the 
Powroll riders (on a stroked TL 125) 
turned in early overs at this one. Traps 
seven through fourteen proceeded up a 
canyon from camp nose-to-tail, giving 





excellent viewing opportunity for 
spectators. 
Infamous among these was trap 


thirteen which began with two deep 
rock-lined pools at the base of a nearly 
unclimbable waterfall. After the first 
loop, most riders elected to ride around 
it and take a ten, though on the third 
loop Mark paddled up it in a 
tremendous effort for a three. Then 
moments later — high drama. Joe 
Guglielmelli came charging out of 
Twelve, after having paddled furiously 
to make it that far, kept it screwed on 
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Mike Griffitts had to argue with a dog over possession of trap seven.

It took three hours for some riders to 
complete their first loop, with the time 
limit for three loops being four and a 
half hours plus an hour’s grace at a 


penalty of a tenth of a point per 
minute. Those grace period penalties 
became extremely critical, turning the

standings topsy-turvy and leaving one 
tie to be resolved after score cards are 
analyzed. According to early returns, 
Mike Griffitts, Martin Belair, George 
Smith, and Marv Heath (not necessarily 
in that order) finished with three-figure 
scores and less than two points between 
them for the fifth through eighth spots. 
Bernie finished a clear third, and Bob 
Hopkins was fourth, which should give 
him the series lead as Barona-winner 
Sweet didn’t make it into the top ten 
and none of the California riders has 
ridden two rounds yet. 

Small consolation to Don Sweet — he 
may have been the only one of the top 
scorers to finish with no time penalty. 
Heat and powdery dust got to 
everybody, and more than one trialer 
jumped into the nearby river in full kit 
to cool off between loops. Lane Leavitt

Ah, Sweet success

BARONA, CALIF., MAY 24 
Checkers described Team 
Yamaha’s Dor. Sweet as riding like 
a calculating machine as he started 
out this year the same as last — by 
winning the opening round of the 
AMA/NATC championship in Southern 
California. For someone brought up on 
mud, roots, and rocks with moss on 
them, it was an act of total 
concentration for the New York rider to 
adapt to dry heat and powdery hardpan 
traction. 





Reigning champion Leavitt rode 
his “mule” to a fourth at Barona. 
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“It wàd hf färd trial because it was 
hot”, Don said afterwards. “I was 
fagged out on that second lap.” Tired or 
not, Sweet put together rides of 13-12, 
coming in 27 minutes into his grace 
period for an unofficial 27.7 score, 
outpointing runnerup Joe Guglielmelli 
(Hon) by six points over the two 
circuits of a 15 mile, 16 trap loop. 

Very few of the nationally-ranked 
entrants finished without time penalty 
as the heat, the powdery traction, and 
the generally rocky, cobby sections all 
took their toll. One of those few to 
finish on time was 1974 champion Lane 
Leavitt, in at fourth overall. 

“I was eatin’ it.” Lane remarked after 
his first loop. He was riding his “old” 
Bultaco, as his primo one is still on its 
way back from the Scottish Six Days, 
having been tied up in British customs. 
Though Lane’s bike sounded ready to 
die on short notice, he rode as though 
the bike wasn’t supposed to make much 
difference. 

Surprise placers in the Overall were 
Mike Markley (Bul), of Milford, Indiana 
(an ungraded rider taking his first crack 
at a national trial), in at fifth by virtue 
of being five minutes late on top of a 
points score identical to Leavitt’s; and 
third place man Bob Hopkins (Yam) 
from Union Lake, Mich. Hopkins, in 
many sections appeared one tick from 
joining the Renthal-for-lunch Bunch, 
but despite the gymnastics, turned in 
loop rides of 18-24 plus 4.6 points time 
penalty. 

Early on, it looked like Steve Darrow 
was hot, as he was clean through Trap 
Three on the first loop, and the first to 
clean Trap Two, a rocky staircase with 
loose “pavement”. Then he dropped a 
three in Trap Five, “fived” Trap Seven, 
and it was downhill from there. 

The men-from-boy separators were 
Six ‘ ‘an uphill creek bed with bad things 
in it” (anon.) which gave up nothing but 
threes and fives; Eleven, a sidehill 
section with enough ins and outs to 
force several deliberate dabs; and 
Fourteen, a deep gully creek bed with 
pucker-power descent and climbout. It 
was in these, and also in Twelve, where 
Sweet’s total concentration really paid 
off, while others got rushed and blew a 
point here, a point there. 

The trick Hondas were under wraps, 
apparently waiting until Marland 
Whaley and Mark Eggar (who by rule 
had to work their “home” round) ride 
in Northern California Memorial Day. 
Honda teammate Guglielmelli rode a 
“standard” TL 250 to his second place 
at Barona. e

Ago edges Read in 500cc 
classic thriller 


German GP

HOCKENHEIM, W. GERMANY, MAY 10-11 


If Phil Read is going to lose his 
500cc world title this year, and 
that is by no means certain, he is 


not giving up the 


fight. 
A capacity crowd of 135,000 
enthusiastic continental fans 


roared their delight for all 20 laps 
of the 500cc race at the West German 
Grand Prix as Phil, on the four stroke 
MV Agusta battled with the two stroke 
works Yamaha of Giacomo Agostini. 

What a fantastic race! Someone had to 
lose, of course, and for Read fans it was 
tough that it should be the world 
champion. 

During the last couple of laps, in 
which Agostini smashed the circuit’s 
absolute lap record, held by the late 
great Jarno Saarinen, by 2.7 seconds, 
Read’s MV broke away in some heart 
stopping slides. He had to ease the 
all-out effort, and Agostini went on to 
win by four seconds. 

Third home was Finn Teuvo 
Lansivuori on the Suzuki 4, after a poor 
start, and fourth was Yamaha factory 
man Hideo kanaya, who now leads the 
world championship battle with 35 
points, to Read’s 32, Agostini’s total of 
30 and Lansivuori’s 22. 

There was an impressive ride, too, 
from British solo champion Stan Woods, 
a vastly under-rated rider. He was given 
the ¢hance to ride one of the works 
Suzukis fours instead of the twin, and 
he grabbed the opportunity with both 
hands. Sixth best in practice Stan 
finished fifth in the race, itself, despite a 
race-long misfire. 

Agostini was delighted to have won 
the 500cc race, of course, especially 
after breaking down again, for the 
second successive week in the 350cc 
race. His Yamaha stopped with alleged 
carburetion problems, though the 
feeling is that Yamaha at present has 
some serious ignition troubles on all the 
factory machines. 

Kanaya, too, was forced out of the 





crown without a 


350cc battle with a sick engine, and left 
Johnny Cecotto, the 19 year-old 
Venzuelan wonder boy an easy win. 
Second was West German Dieter Braun 
after a last lap incident in which 
Spaniard Victor Palomo and Frenchman 
Patrick Pons both collided. 

Pons actually fell off at high speed, 
but though Palomo only took to the 
grass, he wasn’t able to continue the 
race. 

Cecotto was out of luck earlier in the 
day, though. He tried hard, too hard 
maybe, to catch reigning world 250cc 
title holder Walter Villa on the last lap 
of the 250cc race, and fell off at the 
second chicane, luckily without injury. 
Even so it was the South American 
youngster’s fourth crash in as many 
weeks. 

The Italian pairing of Pirpaulo Bianchi 
and Paulo Pileri on the ultra-quick 
Morbidellis dominated the 125cc race 
again. 

The little Italian two stroke coughed 
on the last lap to put Bianchi back into 
the lead, and though Pileri tried hard to 
catch his team mate, that was the order 
they finished. Swede Kent Andersson, 
the reiging champion was third again, 
but he can see his crown drifting away 
unless Yamaha can find some more 
power, and quickly! 

Former world champion Angel Nieto 
won the 50cc race, but as he eased the 
pace in the closing stages, Italian 
Eugenio Lazzarini on the Piovaticci 
closed the gap, after he in turn had dealt 
effectively with a strong challenge from 
Belgian Julian Van Zeebroeck. 

Sad to say, the sidecar event was less 
than exciting in this six race, seven hour 
long race day. Swiss Rolf Biland won 
easily from Werner Schwarzel, the West 
German, with another German Rolf 
Steinhausen third. Steinhausen now 
moves well clear of his rivals in the 





world championship battle, but this race 
did little to win fans for three wheeled 
sport. Out of 29 starters, only 12 
finished the race. 

But if the chairs were disappointing 
that 500cc solo race more than made up 
for it. Teuvo Lansivuori had been 
quickest in practice but only two 
seconds separated him, from seventh

fastest, Barry Sheene. 

But in the race it was the MV pairing 
of ArmondoTorraccaand Phil Read who 
rushed into the lead, chased by 
Agostini. Both Lansivuori and Sheene 
made poor starts. 

Coming into the stadium area, where 
grandstand seating accomodated 
105,000 fans, Read moved ahead of his 
team mate, with Agostini still third and 
Kanaya fourth. 


But Read’s team mate failed to help 
him much. There were no serious 
attempts to slow Agostini down, and at 
the end of the third lap Ago nipped 
through easily to chase Read. 

For a while it looked as though Phil 
might hold his four seconds advantage,

but Ago was lapping consistently at 2 
min. 17 seconds, more than two seconds 
better: than the old record, and soon 
closed the gap. 

But even though Ago went ahead, 
Read never gave up. It was hectic racing, 
with both riders making mistakes, and 
the crowd roared their approval. 

Once towards the end Read had the 
MV sideways in a hundred yard long, 
120 miles an hour slide. It frightened 
him, and Ago too. He took to the grass, 
and Read once he was back in control 
had pulled away a couple of seconds, 
but its not the sort of tactic 
recommended for every lap. 

“I stared death in the face, then, I 
reckon” said Phil after the race, and all 
Ago could say to Phil was “* You very 
lucky!” 

Torracca didn’t last long in the race. 
The MV magneto broke up on the sixth 
lap and he retired. Out of the race early 
too, was Barry Sheene. The Suzuki four 
had oiled a plug at the start, the engine 
had flooded, and failed to clear. 

Lansivuori was moving through the 
pack well. After seven laps he ousted 
Kanaya from third place, but no way 
could he catch the leading pair. 

Stan Woods moved into fifth place 
following Torracca’s retirement and 
that’s how the race ended. 

For many months we’ve been 
promised an Ago-Read battle of the 
highest quality. Now we’ve seen it. The 
question is, can MV find a few more 
horse-power to keep Read in the title 
hunt? 

Behind the quintet of works machines 
came the privateers. Dieter Braun with 
his Yamaha 4 completed the full 
distance, with Christian Leon on the 
Konig seventh, Scotsman Alex George 
eighth, and rapidly improving Brazilian 
Adu Celso Santos ninth. Cliff Carr, the 
only American entered, finished 15th. 

Compared with the 500cc race, of 
course, all the others were fairly tame, 
but the end of the 350cc battle was 
dramatic. 

South African Jon Ekerold, the 
sensation of the Austrian Grand Prix, 
the week before, had finished seventh 
fastest in practice here despite a high 
speed fall on Friday that left him with a 
battered motorcycle and a painful leg. 
He made a good start, but Dieter Braun 
was even quicker off the mark, chased 
by the young Finn Pekka Nurmi. 

At the end of the first lap Braun was 
still in front with Spaniard Victor 
Palomo second, and Cecotto third. But 
within one record breaking lap Cecotto 
moved into the lead. 

Palomo, too eased past Braun, and 
that’s how it stayed until Frenchman 
Patrick Pons joined the group. While 
Cecotto lapped consistently out front 
Braun, Pons and Palomo diced it out for 
second and third places. But coming 
into the stadium on the last lap Pons

Mikkola survives, 
Lackey victimized

about 10 other international riders 
entered in this second round of 
the 500cc Motocross World 


Championship. It was, by almost 
any standard, except possibly Mikkola’s, 
a debacle created out of chronic 
ineptitude overlaid with injustice. The 
atmosphere and the cruelly meaningless 
outcome of the GP were also corrupted 
with that particularly Italian 
disorganizational ability that features 
many pre- and post-event celebrations 
(with wine and speeches) to 
commemorate an actual disaster. But 
that wasn’t Lackey’s main problem in 
being denied valuable World 
Championship points; possibly a moto 
win.

The crux of Brad’s problem was that 
AMA competition director Bill Boyce 
couldn’t be bothered to come to the 
phone or return my call any of the three 
times I telephoned Westerville, Ohio to 
volunteer to represent U.S. riders on the 
international juries in Grand Prix 
motocross. These juries are incredibly 
political in their make-up; not in the 
real sense of the word: representing the 
people, but in their Byzantine power 
machinations that often ignore what’s 
really going on out on the track. A rider 
without a rep from his country is often; 
in fact, usually, screwed. It has 
happened to U.S. riders before but 
never this badly. 


The Italian timers screwed up the 





official qualifying times for start 
position - as they always do-but then 
added a new twist by not correctly 
counting actual laps completed. The 
GP’s supplementary regs said that three 
(3) qualifying laps were necessary. This 
was verbally changed to five laps to 
satisfy a vaguely worded FIM 
requirement which does not say when 
the five laps must be completed. Not all 
riders were aware of this if they 
couldn’t understand the Italian or were 
actually doing laps when the PA system 
garbled this announcement. But then 
the first lap wasn’t counted, or 
sometimes the last, or any of the other 
laps the scorers missed because number 
plates were obscured by clinging, heavy, 
sloppy mud which was the course. So 
the start list was made up; the club 
president (an admitted amateur at all 
this GP stuff) accepted it not wishing to 
offend the timekeepers and presented it 
to the international jury who 
automatically approved it, not wishing 
to offend the Latin sensitivities of the 
club president. Only one person on the 
jury knew anything about motocross 
and no one noted particularly that 
“LACKEY, Brad Gene--USA” had been 
specifically excluded from starting this 
Grand Prix due to officially completing 
only four qualifying laps. (Brad had, in 
fact, completed between seven and nine 
laps in the hub-deep mud.) Also 
specifically excluded were other 
first-line riders like Arne Lindfors and 
Puch factory rider Herbert Schmitz. 

One of the three Russians, 
Khudyakov, I believe, had also been 
excluded but later most observers 
agreed that three Russians started the 
first moto. Three was, of course, a 
Russian jury rep, interpreter, etc. Five 
or so other riders were simply ignored. 

The organizing club president refused 
to accept a formal written protest 
prepared on Brad’s behalf: a requisite 
under FIM rules he is obliged to 
acknowledge even if the protest is later 
denied. The presenter of the protest was 
physically removed from the start grid. 

So was Brad when he went to the start 
line. When told he couldn’t start 
through much hand-waving and yelling 
in Italian, this was the first instance in 
which he had actually been notified of 
anything by anybody in the club or the 
FIM. 

A drenching downpour had been 
falling all day. The track was a sticky, 
clinging soup of deep mud with thinner 
rivers of brown run-off going in all rutty 
directions. Brad sat steadily, refusing to 
move twisting his throttle regularly 
along with the twenty-odd remaining 
riders in a partial release of adrenaline 
flow. The Italians started to drag him 
away from the start grid. Brad didn’t 
budge. Then somebody started 
threatening in semi-English that the 
“federation” (which federation was not 
clear, nor is) would take away his 
license for a year. The risk of losing an 
entire World Championship season was 
too great. Brad spun the 360 Husky 
around and showered them with a 
roostertail of mud as he squirted back 
to the pits in a cold fury. 

If you think you shouldn’t be reading 
this; that you should instead be reading 
about wheel-to-wheel battles and 60 
MPH berm shots in GP competition, 
you’re wrong. This kind of hassle is the 
stuff World Championship standings and 
final results are made of. International 
juries have the power to do or undo 
many of the critical aspects of GP 
competition, Remember what happened 
to Jaroslav Falta in the 250 Motocross 
World Championship last year. 

It became critically clear that 80% of 
Brad’s problem in Italy was that the 
AMA is unable, or unwilling, to look 
out for the interests of AMA-lcensed 
American riders in World Championship 
competition. Nor is Brad Lackey, or 
anybody else, likely to forget that fact 
when the two big zeros are chalked 
against his name for results in the third 
and fourth motos of the 500cc World 
Championship. 

There were other sad or disappointing 
non-actions in the dismal series of 
events that led to only 28 riders starting 
this GP. (Forty is normal.) The 





Husqvarna factory rep did nothing 
effective to have Lackey admitted to 
the GP. The Grand Prix Riders 
Association took no visible action: 
unfortunate but possibly explainable in 
part due to individual and factory 
rivalry. Applying the legal doctrine of 
“last clear chance’, Heikki Mikkola had 
a final opportunity to restore some 
justice to the GP and, in the estimation 
of other experienced riders, forfeited it. 
Heikki was first to go to the gate, has 
the status of a current World Champion, 
and rides for the same factory as 
Lackey: Husqvarna. If he had refused 
the start, other riders would also have 
refused it. Ironically, the often-maligned 
Joel Robert has more than once used 
this tactic to rectify an injustice to 
riders in his years as World Champion. 
When the man with the No. 1 plate 
parks his bike in front of the start gate 
before the first moto, it has a stunning 
effect on the organizers. 

Heikki spun and slipped up behind the 
gate with fierce but somehow saddening 
eagerness. The others in the decimated 
bunch allowed to start followed his 
example, An American jury rep could 
have squelched all this nonsense in the 
first place by refusing to sign off on the 
start times and starting list which are 
not made “official” until the jury 
approves them, There was nobody to do 
that for Brad Lackey 

There were two motos of 40 
minutes plus two laps conducted this 
gray, miserable mudbath of an 
afternoon in Northern Italy. Brad’s 
protest will probably be further ignored 
or rejected and this will probably be 
called the 1975 500cc Italian Grand 
Prix. Some of it went like this. 

Gerrit Wolsink (Suz) got the holeshot 
in both starts. Roger DeCoster led most 
of both motos until his bike broke. 
Christer Hammargren won the first leg 
with a much-powered Kawasaki engine 
of unspecified larger displacement--after 
Roger’s CDI box quit. Heikki Mikkola 
won the second moto-after Roger’s 
chain guide/tensioner came loose and 
packed into the sprocket--and the 
overall for the day. There were between 
six and eight official finishers in each 
moto. Conditions on a hilly circuit that 
ran in small rivers were even worse than 
the statistics would indicate. 

DeCoster is a skilled mud rider and 
built up easy leads of nearly two 
minutes over second place in each moto. 
Mikkola is a strong persistent rider and 
gained another first and a third out of 
this event on a meticulously prepared 
Husky that never coughed once in the 
rain and muck. Credit Pella Persson. 

Christer Hammargren’s riding was 
impressive, strong, amd controlled. 
There were several other good rides 
turned in under the most miserable 
conditions that still permitted riding at 
all. Ake Jonsson was second at the end 
of 53 minutes and the second moto. 
Jaak Van Velthoven was consistent and 
Gerrit Wolsink, again, went very well 
though he crashed in the second moto, 
half-blinded with muddy grit under his 
contact lenses. Gerrit was later 
hospitalized to have his eyes irrigated 
and treated after remounting to finish 
fifth. All riders were in pain with vision 
problems. In general, it was survival of 
the experienced, which meant mainly 
Swedes and Belgians. 

Decoster thinks he has Mikkola’s 
measure, despite two mechanical DNFs 
today “I will beat him in Finland,” said 
Roger, grinning the next morning from 
behind dark glasses that covered 
mud-swollen slits of eycs. e

Ventura, California 
May 20, 1975 


When 


you have done what no 


other rider in recent history has 
done (win both Main events two 
nights in a row), you can only try 


to make it three. This may have 
been what was on Mike Bast’s 
mind when he went wide to miss a 
downed rider. As he went to the 
wall he was hit from the side by a third 
bike who did not miss the downed bike, 
Mike was nailed to the wall, taking most 
of the impact in his left knee, one that 
he has had much trouble with over the 
years. Mike was taken to the pits in the 
ambulance, but did not go to the 
hospital. His knee was taped up and he 
went home under his own power. 

Steve Bast, older of the two brothers, 
upheld the family name by winning the 
Scratch Main Event over Steve Nutter, 
Dubb Ferrell and Scott Sivadge. Steve 
took the lead at the start and never 
looked back. At the finish he had 10 
bike lengths on Nutter. 

Ventura may have a hometown 
winner in the Handicap Main soon; 
Randy Marsh has been moving closer to 
his first victory each week. This week he 
took third just inches behind Bill 
Meister. The win went to Mike 
Muntean, one more rider to work his 
way through all three divisions to First 
Division for a win. 


Irwindale, California 

May 22, 1975 

Making up for last week’s grooved track 
conditions, this time the traction was 
superb both on the imside and the 
outside. It was also the first week for a 
new twist here at the Dale. Instead of a 


quick two-lapper Match Race, the crew 
tried something different: a best 
two-out-of-three series. The intention 
was to add new life to the head to head 
battle and it did just that. 

Bruce Penhall was slated against Bob 
Schwartz in the (nick-nick) grudge 
confrontation. Both have their own 
following of young ladies so the crowd 
was really prepared for this one. Penhall 
got the drive into the first turn and 
managed to hold off Schwartz all the 
way. Then the positions reversed after 
they lined up again. The third race was 
an almost even split with Penhall up 
front and Schwartz driving hard into 
and out of the comers trying to get 
more than a wheel alongside. As it was, 
Penhall won by about four feet. 

Penhall was also the recipient of a 
standing ovation after he crashed in the 
second Scratch Heat. No, the crowd 
wasn’t pleased that he had spilled. 
Instead, they were overcome by the 
brilliant riding style of Bruce who chose 
to ride the outside all the way wedged 
right beside Mike Curoso in the hassle 
for second spot. Then, less than 50 
yards from the checkered, he finally lost 
it but was unhurt. The crowd went 
insane with appreciation. 

Top money winners for the night, 
however, were Steve Bast and Sonny 
Nutter, capturing the Scratch Main and 
Handicap Main respectively. 

Nutter commented afterward, “I 
knew it was just about now or never. I 
haven’t been doing too well in recent 


weeks and I realized I was on the verge 
of being scratched from the program as 
a regular. I knew I had to win or else. 
Hey, the track was super.” 

Sonny started his drive for the 
Handicap win with a second to Jim 
Fishback in heat three. He then barely 
made it to the Main with a third in the 
Semi behind Fishback and Billy Meister. 

When the Main lined up, Sonny was 
alone on the 30 with Fishback on the 
zero, Meister and Larry Moon on the 
20, and Mike Curoso and Rick 
Woods hugging the 40. Earlier, Woods 
had won his Semi after barely defeating 
Brian Short for the heat win in the final 
turn of the race. 

In the heavy money Scratch Main, 
Steve Bast, feeling much better after last 
week’s bout with the flu, put it away 
wire to wire. The real race was for 
second between Mike Curoso and 
Danny Becker. That fight went right 
down to the final inches with Becker 
taking runnerup spot. Woods got a bad 
start and couldn’t find the right 
‘combination to work up. 

Division II honors were claimed by 
Dan Huckans over Dean York, Russ 
Duronslett, Irwin Moon and Bob 
Hetrick. Randy Lewis had made the 
Main but crashed and could not make it 
to the line again. 


Costa Mesa, California 
May 23, 1975 


Junior Speedway, or Mini Speedway, 
has been delighting the fans for the past 
four years and it has been said that they 
are the future of the sport. The future is 
here and now, as ex-Mini Speedway 
rider Shawn McConnell just turned 
sixteen and got his S.R.A. Rider’s card. 
He came to Costa Mesa Friday night to 
ride with the big guys and turned out to 
give them all a lesson in riding as he 
went all the way in both his heat races 
and the Main for the win in Division III. 

The sixth night of Speedway racing at 
Costa Mesa and the sixth name to be 
added to the winners’ list in the 
Handiap Main is Scott Sivadge. Scott 
crossed the finish line with a few feet to 
spare over Brian Short. 

A large number of fans that were 
heading out of town for the long 
weekend stopped by to see their 
favorite sport, turning the parking lot 
into what looked like a convention of 
motor homes and campers. 

The stop was well worthwhile; they 
got to see Mike Bast come on in the 
Scratch Main Event for his fourth win 
of the season. Mike Curoso is the only 
other rider to get the checkered flag in a 
Scratch Main at Costa Mesa and he has 
gotten it twice. 


Bakersfield, California 
May 24, 1975 


No streakers this week, but it was hot 
enough that that was on the minds of a 
lot of fans and riders. It was the night of 
the full moon and the eclipse of the 
moon and we all know what to look for 
on the night of a full moon (the weird). 
Like Steve Bast getting two flat tires in 
one night, Steve Columbo’s tire coming 
off the rim, Jim Fishback winning a 
heat race only to find out that he had 
lost the float bowl off his carburetor 
and the bike should not have been able

to move; then after looking several 
times around the track for the part, he 
found it in the frame. 

Then there was Mark Smith in the 
Division II Main who was driven off the 
track at the start of the race by 
Hometown Hero George Ferrell. At the 
starting tapes when George on the 
outside made a move to tine pole, Mark 
jumped the inside pole then ran over the 
foot of co-promoter Bob Francesco and 
crashed at the feet of the photographer. 

Jim Gresham won the Handicap Main 
running in fifth place when Steve 
Columbo had his rear tire come off the 
rim bringing him to a quick stop in front 
of the pack, taking out three other 
riders, and letting Gresham take over 
the lead for the win. 

With Steve Bast out of the Mains 
because of the two flats, Mike Bast won 
it for the family. That has been the 
story all this season; if Mike is out of 
the Main Steve wins and if Steve is out, 
Mike takes over. 

George Ferrell’s win in Division Two 
as a hometown favorite was highlighted 
by more than half of the field being 
made up of Kern County area riders. 

Bakersfield’s | own Deadly Ed 
Schweitzer is at long last going to hang 
up his steel shoe and become the 
sponsor of No. 128, Dan Toomey of 
Bakersfield.

The bikes 

We started out to gather all the Japanese 
250s for a straight comparison, but by a 
coincidence, wound up with more bikes 
than we intended. They were: 

Yamaha TY 250 Well into its second 
model year, it has been in production 
the longest of the group. Developed as a 
prototype by Mick Andrews, though a 
far cry from what he’s riding now. It 
was the first “stock” reed-valved trialer. 
Suzuki 250 Exacta In production since 
late spring last year, developed as a 
prototype by Gordon Farley. As with 
the Yamaha 250, this is the second time 
around for this bike at Cycle News. 
Honda TL 250 Formally introduced this 
spring, though prototypes were running 


with little fanfare in ATA trials since 
early last year. Sammy Miller had some 





hand in its development, as did 


American Bob Nickelsen. 

Kawasaki KT 250 Though introduced 
last summer, just now appearing in 
significant quantity. Prototype 
originally developed by Englishmen Don 
Smith and Richard Sunter, and ridden 
by them at the Saddleback international 
round last January. 
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taken with the Honda TL 125 tested 
alone at an earlier time, we've managed 
to round up every Japanese trials bike 
on the American market — a point of 
dubious significance to anybody except 
moto-journalists playing 
one-upmanship. 


The super-scientific test procedure 
consisted of the following: 

1 Take pictures of clean, 
motorcycles 

2 Take the bikes out to Tujunga 
Wash and ride the Bejeezus out of them. 

3 BS 

4 Take them back to Cycle News’ 
ultramodern back driveway, hose the 
crud off them and note what had fallen 
off or been knocked off earlier.

7 Weigh them clean, but slightly wet,

The Walking Wounded took pictures 
as all this went on, and carried a tape 
recorder to preserve the riders’ 
impressions and comments. A partial 
transcript goes something like this: 


Boyd: Suzuki's not too bad, better 
than the Kaw. Both Yamahas need 
better bars. They’re too low, and the 
TY 175s are bent down at the top... 
Bernie: Honda's got no ground 
clearance. 

Chris: The 175 was the one | felt most 
comfortable on. The Suzuki felt high to 
me... 

Jeff: The Yamaha's about the best... 
Bernie: The Honda’s an_ excellent 
hillclimber. 

Jeff: The 175’s a neat little bike, but it 
doesn’t have enough hair. 

Bernie: The Suzuki's biggest problem is 
flywheel and the front end doesn’t want 
to stay down. It might have worked for 
Gordon Farley, but... 

CN: Doesn't seem to steer unless you 
put weight on it? 

Boyd: Doesn’t steer at all 








Can't hold. back any longer. The 
Yamahas won it, hands down. Or would 
have, if the TY 250 hadn't shown such a 
consistent tendency to water out. Other 
than that, all four of our testers rated 
either the TY 250 or the TY 175 the 
best, depending mostly on the rider’s 
size and weight. Out of the box, the 
Yamahas are the easiest to ride 
consistently, the most controllable, the 
most competitive without further 
rework. 

The Honda rode great and had good, 
controllable power most of the time, 
but was heavy, bulky, and lacking in 
ground clearance. The Suzuki was rated 
the most improved since last tested. 
Engine _tractability and general 
smoothness were a whole jump ahead of 
earlier production items. The Kawasaki, 
an early production (or maybe 
pre-production) example simply wasn’t 
ready — either for testing or for a 
critical market. 

Let's examine the bikes in detail, 
individually. 








bits & pieces, but maybe 
in the wrong places. 


The KT 250 has the dubious distinction 
of being the only trials bike with an 
ignition key. It also comes wired for 
borderline legality (lights, horn, even a 
brake light switch) but is placarded as 
an “Off-road Vehicle, not intended for 
street use.” Be that as it may, the KT 
250 is probably licensable in many 
states, even today. 

Gear primary drive, primary 
kickstart, pointless CDI, and oil 
injection are a part of the package. Shop 
manual recommends use of unleaded 
fuel only. There’s a chain tensioner 
(which fell off), a swingarm reservoir for 
chain oil, and a speedometer bracketed 
to the right fork slider. 

Riding it revealed that, gadgetry 
notwithstanding, the early production 
KT 250s need (needed?) a lot of work, 
just to become acceptable. Choice of 
weights and free lengths for the 
dual-rate springs at both ends was way 
off the mark. Shocks and forks alike 
rode near bottom, even with an 
average-sized rider, becoming

completely coil-bound at the slightest 
provocation. 

The engine is strong and torquey in 
its responses, yet in actual section riding 
the power was difficult to control, 
mostly due to lack of flywheel inertia. 
Jerky engine responses combined with 
cottomed-out rear suspension to make 
the bike nearly unmanageable. 

The footpegs were the worst of the 
lot — slippery when wet (nothing except 
a few little nubs on a flat peg for grip) 
and not spring-loaded for return. The 


brake pedal was well tucked in, too 
well, according to Boyd, who had to 
constantly break concentration to fish 
for it. On the other side, the chain 
tensioner was not tucked in tightly 
enough as a rock took away its retaining 
circlip early in the ride. 

This circlip-retained tensioner was a 
much-disliked feature on all the test 
bikes. Boyd and Bernie both explained 
that circlips are far too viunerable to 
rocks, and California trials sections are 
usually wall-to-wall rocks. Q.E.D. The 





Kawasaki's tensioner happened to stick 
out worse than the others. 

Further comments on the Kawasaki: 
Bernie: It’s jerky in the tight turns. 
Always feels smoother in second gear. 
The Kaw has a nice appearance, it’s 
finished nicely, but it doesn’t work. 
Boyd: Thing I liked least about the 
Kawasaki was the brake pedal 
placement. The footpegs are the worst 
thing I’ve seen .. . It has a badly-placed 
kill switch. I slid forward on it a lot, and 
the seat was very uncomfortable. 





‘What needs to be changed? Nearly 
everything, it seems: Footpegs, front 
and rear springs, centered kill switch, 
improved peg-to-bar-to-control 
relationship to suit the individual rider, 
added flywheel weight, and of course, 
removal of lights and other unnecessary 
bits. 

Matt Pritchard has done many of 
these things to his own KT 250 and has 
gotten several good ATA Amateur class 
rides on it. Our test bike also took well 
to water, withstanding repeated charges 
at varying speeds, and the brakes 
worked wet or dry. 

Overall conclusion: How well the KT 
250 will sell depends on how quickly 
Kawasaki can retrofit it with the proper 
components and crank the changes into 
ongoing production. The basics are 
there.

The early RL 250s were a mixed bag — 
lightweight, slim and handsome in 
appearance, so-so shocks, so-so brakes, 
but mostly flawed by that seeming 
hallmark of Japanese two-stroke trialers, 
lack of flywheel weight leading to 
uneven and often uncontrollable 
throttle response. Where suddenness was 
called for, the Suzuki had (still has) 
about the most sudden. response of all. 

Most noticeable about our test bike 
in this session was a drastically 
smoothed-out engine, yet with no 
discernible loss of steady-state torque. 
Though it still can’t touch, say, a 
Montesa, for slow, even power delivery, 
the Suzuki’s improvement was one big 
surprise. 

What detracted from the RL 250’s 
general controllability was a feeling of 
excessive height (or top-hamper) felt by 
all the riders, and a general 
unwillingness to steer. The front end of 
the Exacta was always light, and still is. 
It required a conscious shift of weight 
to load the front end so it would steer 
precisely. Bernie, being the rider he is, 
found the precision to tackle an angled 
ledge scarcely as wide as the tire to 
traverse a rock face, then deliberately 
wheel straight out from it to tap just the 
right rock across a two foot gap. The 
rest of us just watched and marvelled. 

While Bernie was working out with 
the Suzuki, we noticed he was using the 
engine more aggessively than with the 
others, and that the rear suspension had 
the least tendency of the lot to kick the 
rear end badly on one particularly nasty 
rock ledge. 

Later, Bernie commented: Biggest 
problem is flywheel and the front end 
doesn’t want to work. Wants to go 
straight; the fronttire just doesn’t get a 
grip on the ground. 

Boyd: The controls on the Suzuki are 
pretty good. Rear brake is easier to find, 
even though it’s set. up similar to the 
Kawasaki. Your spark arrestor will fall 
off after awhile, it sticks out too far. 
The TYs feel centered low, while this 
seems to have more top hamper. 
Steering has a distinction of its own. 
Jeff: I thought it was rough and 
squirrelly compared to the Yamaha. The 
brakes get pretty vague when wet. 

Chris: Seemed awfully high to me... 

On the positive side, the Suzuki took 
to water well, aside from the brakes. 
With water coming over the seat, it 
never skipped a stroke. It is also, at 202 
pounds wet, the lightest of the 250s. 
With gear primary, primary kickstart, 
chain tensioner and swingarm chain 
oiler, it shares many of the same goodies 
with the Kawasaki, but seems to have 
them arranged better. 

There’s no pretense at lighting, or at 
oil injection. The late series bikes come 
with a painted, rather than brushed 
alloy tank. Not as trick, but apparently 
more practical. Pointless CDI ignition is 
standard. There’s no toolkit. 

Overall, the Suzuki started out a year 








ago to be almost as bad as the Kawasaki, 
but quickly evolved -into a 
much-improved motorcycle. By adding 
flywheel weight, changing the forks, 
diddling the rear suspension, and 
matching a choice of bars to their 
bodies, several ATA riders have been 
competitive in class with this 
super-light, slightly overpowered trialer. 


(Editor’s note: As it turned out, the 
joke’s on us in calling the RL 250 “most 
improved,” for U.S. Suzuki swears up 
and down that the only thing they ve 
changed is the tank. What it does mean, 
however, is that the first Exactas tested 
by Cycle News staff and by our guest 
riders, were not set up perfectly either 
at the dealer or distributor level; 
whereas the latest ones are “nuts on.” 
What this further suggests, is that it 
takes the average dealer/distributor 
network almost a year to “learn” a new 
model — and considering the history of 
many other motorcycles we can recall, 
that shouldn’t be any surprise.)

Honda TL250 


A tractor with a sagging 
belly & an excessive 
avoirdupois problem. 


Had it not been for the disruptions of 


the “energy crisis,” the TL 250 
probably would have been in 
production a ‘year ago. The first 


prototypes were that “ready.” It’s still a 
slick looking package, though with a 
year’s retrospection, its shortcomings 
have been pretty well studied. 

First, it weighs a lot. Second, it has a 
tall engine, which means limited ground 
clearance. The exhaust system is bulky, 
and taken alongside the airbox, it forces 
the waist of the machine to be 
significantly wider at the rider’s knees 
than any of the others. What it has 
going away is it’s unique (among its 
peers) slow-churning four stroke torque. 
It will sit with the front brake locked 
and dig a hole in the ground at a slow 
idle for as long as you want to dig a 
hole. The engine is virtually 
unstoppable. 

What is more important with cobby 
traction is that the power pulses are 
spaced farther apart in time than an 
equivalent two stroke, and also are more 
effectively damped by flywheel inertia. 
This means that with an equivalent 
throttle loading, the four stroke will 
hold traction where a two stroke would 


spin.

The Honda=was totally undisturbed 
by water, as Bernie delighted in proving 
by doing giant belly-flops off a two foot 
ledge into three foot deep water with a 
shifty sand bottom. Besides being an 
amphibious tractor, the brakes shrugged 
off water as well. 

About the Honda, Bernie said: The 
ground clearance was really limited. To 
clear the big boulders, I have to float 
the front end just right. The front end 
felt like it was more raked out and had 
more wheelbase (than the others). 
Going through rocks, it didn’t seem to 
turn as tight. Overall weight takes away 
the advantage of handling. Takes muscle 
getting the steering to waggle, getting 
the front end up. I was getting more 
tired on the Honda. 

Boyd added: It needs to be put on a 
weight-watcher’s diet. 

Bernie: Makes an excellent hillclimber, 
though, and the brakes stay dry, and it’s 
got good downhill braking. No grab, no 
fade. Tracks good, tracks best of all at 
speed. 

Boyd: The brakes are OK, you really 
let the engine do most of the work. 
Took awhile to get used to the way 
engine braking throws you forward 
when you shut off. It’s noticeably 
front-heavier than the rest. I found I 
had to develop a whole new sense of 
timing to deal with it . . . Honda’s chain 
tensioner (though circlip retention is 
bad) is better protected than the rest. 
Bernie: Sidestand sticks out bad, I 
hooked it several times on rocks. And 
bent the shifter. 

Boyd: The Japanese have a good front 
hub. I like where the kill button is, the 
levers, controls and bars are all OK. Seat 
is very comfortable. 

At 225 pounds, the Honda was the 
heaviest, but to give them credit, Honda 
has used metal to best effect, even if 
there may be too much of it. Bernie 
hung the bash plate while attempting a 
sheer bluff, missed his footing and 
free-fell about 30 feet backwards. He 
was shaken, but the bike was hardly 
bent. Hondas are strong. 

The fact that Honda’s latest works 
trialer weights about 200 pounds wet is 
tantalizing, but probably means little to 
the owner of a current TL 250. An alloy 
tank, extensive drilling, and a different 
exhaust will save some pounds, but not 
that much. New bodywork won’t 
narrow the waist of the bike, as the 
frame is bellied-out in that region to 
clear the bulky muffler can. Peg width, 
at 17 and one-quarter inches, is the 
greatest of the lot, and ground 
clearance, at eight and three-eighths, is 
the least. No matter how good the 
engine and suspension might be, (and 
the Honda is good) these things put you 
at an irrevocable disadvantage. 

During the test, the Honda developed 
a bad tendency to stumble when the 
throttle was snapped open from very 
low idle, a problem also encountered on 
the TL 125 occasionally. If cleaning or 
jetting corrections won’t cure it, 
possibly loosening the valve clearances 
to about 0.25mm (one tum) greater 
than standard will help. This, in effect, 
decreases valve duration and 
exhaust/intake overlap, which in turn 
increases “draw” through the carb at 
very low speeds. It works famously on 
the TL 125. 

In an overview, it’s hard to say where 
the TL 250 will make it in the market, 
whether it will be bought for a very 
versatile cowtrailer or for a basic trials 
bike. It is stone reliable, and its 
four-stroke power delivery makes it 
uniquely controllable, but a two-stroke 
trained rider will have to re-train himself 
to adapt to it.

It weighs 215 pounds wet, which puts 
it next to the Honda in the dead weight 
department. It has oil injection, which 
most competitive trialers throw as far as 
they can throw it. The cases at 13 
inches width, are the fattest.

Yet it won our rider evaluation in a 
walk. Why? The riders were unanimous. 
It was simply easier to ride, easier for a 
Novice, easier for an Expert. The trap 
scores bear this out, as regardless of who 
was on its back — Bernie, Boyd, Chris or 
Jeff — the TY 250’s scores averaged the 
best. 

Statistics only vaguely point to the 
TY 250’s secret. The footpegs are

virtually on a line with the swingarm 
pivot. The effective swingarm length on 
the test bike was the shortest at 15 and 
one-eighth inches. Ground clearance, at 
nine and three-quarter inches, ties with 
the Suzuki, though the Yamaha has less 
perceived tophamper. (The steering 
head is about three-fourth inch lower 
than the Suzuki.) 

It boils down to detailed refinement, 
matching suspension to engine to rider, 
dialing it in until it’s right and then 
building them so they’re right for the 
largest cross-section of riders. The TY 
came off as easiest to steer, easiest to 
loft and carry the front end, easiest to 
hold spotty traction with throttle 
control. The only gripe about rider 
comfort — two out of the four testers 
said the bars were too low. Footpegs 
and seat rated high from all. 

Case protection could be better, but 
it’s adequate. The circlip on the TY 
250’s chain tensioner got bashed by a 
rock, but didn’t come off. The shifter 
had to be moved up out of harm’s way. 
The test bike (a late ’74) had a typical 
“Big Brother” kill switch, which Boyd 
tweaked once with his knee, as he did 
on the Kaw. 

The 250 Yamaha’s rear springing was

far firmer than any of the others, which, 
when combined with slightly anemic 
rebound damping (yes, even the 
“winner’s” shocks could be a lot better) 
gave the rear end a nasty kick over sharp 
ledges and obstacles struck at speed. 

Its biggest weakness was an Achilles 
heel airbox. Apparently, water being 
churned back up over the top of the 
reat tire sprays right at a vulnerable 
joint between rear splashguard and seat 
bottom. (On the TY 175, the rear 
fender extends in one piece all the way 
down to the swingarm at front, 
eliminating this problem.) At any rate, 
spirited watercrossing flooded it every 
time. After a lot of cussing and 
discussing, we at least found a simple 
re-starting drill. Throttle closed and 
choke full on. That shuts off oil flow 
from the throttle-controlled oil pump, 
yet allows a heavy dose of raw, oil-free 
gas to wash off the wet plug until it 
finally lights. Takes about 10 kicks and 
a few false starts to dry it out. Once 
identified, the chink im the armor is 
easily fixed with yaller goo. 

So, in spite of its few faults, there 
you have it — the best Japanese 250 
trialer in the unanimous judgement of 
four riders, two of which are committed 
to riding Spanish machinery and, 
consequently, spoiled rotten. If 
anything explains its lackluster sales, it’s 
the fact that it still doesn’t beat the 
Spanish bikes in head-to-head 
competition and isn’t cheap enough 
(cutthroat discounting aside) to beat 
them on price.

Yamaha TY175 


Newest kid on the block 
is a banty rooster. 


The TY 175 is as cute as a bouncy 
puppy. We predict that everyone will 
fall in love with it, but only big kids and 
small adults will consummate a 
marriage. Not that a six-footer can’t ride 
it, as long as said six-footer doesn’t 
mind a similarly-equipped 12-year-old 
riding circles around him. 

The basic engine and some of the 
suspension seems to have been 
borrowed from other models in the 
Yamaha family of dirt singles and 
somehow thrown together so it will 
work. There are humongous toothed 
bosses on the lower frame rails that 
indicate footpeg mounting points for 
another model. (Possibly a 
“trials-enduro’’ designed for sit-down 
riding?) The fork legs extend a fat two 
inches beyond the upper fork 
triple-clamp. A cost-effective method of 
adapting an off-shelf leg to trials 
steering geometry, most likely.

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AFM RR:

SEARS POINT, CAL., MAY 25 

Harry Klinzmann went faster than 
ever to easily win 250 GP today, 
leading wire to wire. But the 
16-year-old high school drop-out, 
thought by so many to be the 
hottest AMA Novice prospect in a 
long time, crashed heavily in the 
350-750 GP race, possibly break- 
ing an arm. 

Early reports on Harry’s injuries are 
sketchy. He refused transportation by 
the ambulance but complained of head 
and arm pains, and was taken to a local 


hospital by his father, former European 
GP racer Alfred Klinzmann. The crash, 


thought to have been caused by oil on ` 


the rear tire of Harry’s TZ 350 as he

in the series of fast esses here, may ruin 
the youngster’s chances for a factory 
Kawasaki ride in the Laguna Seca AMA 
Novice race this August. 

Klinzmann’s victory in 250 GP was 
never in doubt. He led into the first turn 
and out of the last. The only question 
was who would be second. Jack Baker 
(Yam) pulled away from the pack while 
still a good distance behind Harry, 
keeping the position of second until 
the bumps of the deteriorated Sears 
Point tarmac jarred open his bike’s gas 
cap. A wave of gasoline washed over 
Baker’s machine, and he retired for fear 
of crashing. Rudy Galindo (Yam), AFM 
Number One, fought his way from 18th 
on the grid into third by the third lap 
on his virtually brakeless TZ. When 
Baker quit, Galindo inherited second, 
keeping ahead of Ricardo Colindres’ 
superior machine by braking later into 
turns! Galindo’s Yamaha broke its 
crankshaft, Karl Cleeton (Yam) moved 
up into third from a start well back in 
the pack, only to crash. 

Dain Gingerelli (Yam 250) wailed 
into the lead of the combined 250 
Production/125 GP race, holding it for 
three laps before his arch-rival Wally 
Karpynec (Suz 250) got by. Dain, not 
expecting Karpynec to catch up in his 
first race here, had been “‘cooling it for 
the first couple of laps.’’ Once Karpynec 
passed, the ‘‘cooling it” left in a hurry. 
Gingerelli controlled the lead at the 
south end of the track, Karpynec at the 
north end. The finish line being at the 
south end, Gingerelli won the 
hard-fought race. Randy Mamola 
(factory Yam 125) won the 125 GP 
stayin, in front of Bob 
Harrington’s (Yam) late charge thanks 
to his (Mamola’s) small size and fast 
motor. Rudy Galindo (slow Yam 125) 
picked up 10 lengths and third entering 
one turn the first lap, only to seize 
mid-curve. 

Jerry Elkin (500 Hon) won Open 
Production overall, actually having 
motor on second-place Martin Seigel 
(750 Kaw), and using it to good 
advantage in their extended 
back-and-forth —stab-and-slam-the-door 
crowd pleaser. 

Jimmy Deehan, riding an old 
experimental Yamaha 360 GP bike put 
together by the factory to run the AMA 
250 class in the event the Kawasaki 
Bighorns of a few years ago developed 
into a threat, won the 


'“Superstreet/Cafe”’ class (they do ae 


differently at AFM North races). 
Deehan beat Pat Hennen’s “Ron Grant 
Street-racer” Suzuki GT 750. 

Hennen won 350-750 GP on his 
factory 750 Suzuki after following a 
determined Harry Klinzmann (Yam 
350) on the opening laps. Hennen, out 
to get used to the lay-down suspension 
on his brand-new racer, easily passed 
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Harry Klinzman (73) and Pat Hennen (80)

Sunday’s children 


Unaware of the Hollywood cus- 
tom of small talk before business, 
the neophyte producer got right 
into what had been bugging him. 


“By all means, Ace, let’s make a 


movie about motorcycles. But 
minis? I mean, why not follow 
Brad and Bimbo on the Interna- 
tional trail?” Ace Kinghell, President of 
Kinghell Studios, did not say anything 
but went on unloading the children’s 
little cycles off his trailer. 

The mogul’s kids formed a semicircle 
around the producer’s Triumph like 
Lilliputians getting their first gander at 
Gulliver. 

Three of the kids were Ace’s and one 
was the son of a neighbor who 


happened to be a very famous movie 
star. They ranged in age from six to 
almost 16 and were dressed in miniature 
motocross boots and leathers and jersys 
that read Beverly Hills M.C. The 
scooters included an Indian Bambino 
about the size of a Triumph flywheel, a 
trick Honda 75 with laydown shocks, 
and a whole bunch of Yamaha YZ 80s. 
If Jim Weinert were four feet tall, 
thought the producer, he would look 
just right on a YZ 80. 

They were racing on a long course 
and the producer went to a hill to watch 
practice, thinking back to bigtime races 








he had covered and little leagues. The 
NMA lets each class practice for a while, 
then flags them off and lets out another 
class. Nifty, he thought. Safe and sane. 
Ace’s littlest kid John, does a 
spectacular endo on the Indian, but 
bounces back up like a superball and 
rides it well the next lap around. The 
producer felt like applauding little John. 
This is not like me, he thought. I’m 
enjoying this. Minicycle racing has 
certainly improved since the NMA came 
on the scene. 

The Novices took over the course, 
Ace’s eldest among them, matching his 
trick four-stroke against the modified 
class. Those little scooters scream! 
thought the former motocross reporter, 
now turned movie producer. Indeed, the 
speed was scaled down to the size of the 
motors, but speed is relative and the 
little racers looked pretty spectacular, 
even to his trained eye. 

Time seemed to go in a hurry as the 
three-short-moto program unfolded. 
The kids were competitive and 
well-matched. The parents were helpful, 
but not pushy. They congratulated each 
other on their respective offsprings’ 
performance. There was none of that 
“your kid let down the side” type of 
recrimination like you find at young 
people’s team sports. There were the 
usual cuts and bruises as riders fell off 
or ran into each other — minor 
playground injuries, mom; not to 
worrry. Their riding got noticeably 
better as the day progressed. The 
producer even unpacked his still camera 
and took a few pictures. Maybe Ace 
Kinghell’s idea for a picture on minikid 
racers isn’t such a bad one at all, he was 
beginning to think. Cut to the chase... 

Under his breath he rooted for the 
BHMC riders and yelled encouragement 
to Ace’ eldest, who did a 
come-from-behind number in two 
motos to dice for second place. 

When it was all over the mogul and 
the producer poured drinks in the 
camper, and the MX 
writer-turned-movie-producer answered 
his morning’s question for himself. “I 
see terrific material for a picture here, 
Ace. I heard one father yelling to his kid 
to cool it; on the next lap he yelled, 
‘but don’t cool it too much!’ ” 








Ace Kinghell laughed. “Yes, it’s great 
for families. I’m thinking of something 
on the order of a Disney picture, for the 
Saturday matinee audience.” 

“Ace, it'll be a blockbuster.” They 
drank to that. “But after we do the 
picture, I wanna talk with you about 
this feature documentary about a 
couple of American guys in the 
European motocross circus.” 

“Yl call you in a few days,” said the 
Hollywood mogul, draining his glass and 
decamping. The kids waved out the 
windows as his station wagon drove 
away. 

“And a little child shall lead them,” 
thought the motocross 


writer-turned-producer as he stared at 
the ice cubs that turned in his cup.

Perris Raceway got hit with a 
million dollar law suit the day of 
the Dinosaur Races, which quite 
naturally threw a pall over the 
festivities. 

To say this endangers the future 
of our oldest scrambles track 
would be a mild statement. Take a 
minute and think how you’d feel as you 
read through a thick sheaf of papers and 
found you were sued for a million. A 
million! My God! Just shut the track 
down and forget the whole thing. Let 
the riders find some other place to 
ride . . . that would be the first reaction 
any of us would have. The way the news 
media reports to us daily on 
multi-billion dollar loans, giveaways and 
armament purchases we forget just how 
much one little million, is, when applied 
to average people. 

Before writing this column I’ve done 
some real homework on this thing as I 
was not at Perris the day the incident 
that caused this suit happened, and I 
wanted to get all the facts I could. ` 

Last Mother’s Day at the Powder Puff 
Association’s scrambles, a rider 
developed problems with a tire as he 
approached the jump leading out of the 
back section. The place where the water 
truck fills up at. As he approached he 
lost control. Right by the jump was the 
plaintiff in the case, one Mary Grigg, 
crouched and ready to snap a shot of 
her father, an Old Timers M/C member 
riding in the same race. 

According to Diane Connolly, 
President of the Powder Puffs, her flag 
people reported that they had 
repeatedly told this woman to move 
out, she was standing in a dangerous 
place. Manuel Burton, a professional 
photographer who has shot literally 
hundreds, probably thousands of 
scrambles without ever being injured 
was also near and told her of the danger. 

(A point here, as a pro photographer 
I know that at times we all will take a 
justifiable risk that an amateur should 
not. But we learn how to judge and 
make a decision.) 

In attempting to prevent Ms. Grigg 
from being injured when he saw the 
bike getting away from the rider, 
Manuel was himself injured with a 
broken leg that will never be quite right. 
The rider was also hurt and is also being 
sued by Ms. Grigg. 

After the facts were all in, Mary Grigg 
and the rider, Larry Logan received 
flowers and best wishes from the 
Association but the riders that day 
donated their trophies back to the club 
and the Association was able to hand a 
nice check to Manuel to help with 
expenses. He has been the Powder Puff’s 


official photographer since the 
Association came into being. 

Diane Connolly was understandably 
shocked at the news of the suit. She had 
spoken with the insurance company 
lawyers in full at the time of the 
accident, turning over names of 
witnesses, etc. and now, almost a year 
later to the day, here comes the suit. 

Unfortunately for us all there are too 
many lawyers who fall into the category 
of ambulance chasers. If they just smell 
a chance of money coming from an 
insurance company they'll go after it 
and often with no fee to the plaintiff 
unless the suit is won. So you know 
they have their eye on a good thing 
when they see it. People themselves are 
sue happy. Perhaps it’s my upbringing, 
but lawsuits were only undertaken as 
the very last resort and certainly not 
undertaken if the incident was in any 
way partly your fault, but not any 
more. 

In this case, there’s a good chance 
that the Burtons will not lose the suit, 
but at today’s legal fees we're talking 
about an easy $3000 to $4000 just to 
prove your point, and once papers have 
been filed you have to answer that suit. 
You can’t handle a million dollar suit by 
yourself so even if you’re lucky enough 
to have a decent lawyer you're off to a 
bad start financially. 

The other evening I talked at length 
with Dot Fortune, who with her 
husband Tom owns Elsinore. Dot was 
right there when it happened along with 
other friends who are not just casual 
observers to our scrambles scene. They 
are offering their services to the Burtons 
immediately in whatever witness 
| capacity they can. 

We also kicked around what can be 
done to help prevent things like this 
from happening again. Gerry Burton is 
already doing this himself and the 
Fortunes have been doing it but not so 
strictly. And that is, keep people out of 
the infield unless they have specific 
reasons for being there with their 
cameras. 

That means a proper press pass and 
an assignment to cover that race for a 
specific publication. I know that will 
make it hard on parents who want to 
take a snap of their little hotshoe but in 
the light of this, the line is going to have 
to be drawn somewhere. Each press 
person should sign a release. 

When the suit was made known that 
Sunday, riders immediately came 
trotting up to ask me how they could 
help along with some personal 
observations on the whole incident. One 
gal, with all due respect to being 
injured, isn’t exactly on top of the 
popularity poll! 

If you want to help, here’s how. If 
you were at that event and saw what 
happened, please get in touch with the 
Burtons. Does amyone have any 
photographs? 

Someone did speak to Grace the day 
of the Dinosaur run and said they had a 
photo of the accident but she was so 
upset that she forgot to make proper 
contact with that person, so if you read 
this, please come forward. 

If you do get chased off a corner at a 
track from now on, try not to get mad. 
Just understand why. It will make it 
harder for us pros, too as we will have 
to contend with screams from unhappy 
free-lance people, but with proper 
credentials they’ll be allowed, I’m sure. 

This is the first big lawsuit our sport 
has had under this type of situation and 
now one person has done it, 
unfortunately others with less 
imagination will get ideas and try the 
same thing. So let’s do all we can to see 
it won’t happen again, or if it does, that 
the person involved gets their lumps 
too. 

My extra bit of advice to people 
involved with races. If a person refuses 
to leave an area where they are not 
allowed, just simply stop the racing 
until they do. If that doesn’t work, 
there are always enough able bodied 
males around to do some escort 
duty ...out to the gate and off the 
premises!

The Northern California National 
Forests (Tahoe, Plumas, Lassen, 


Modoc, Klamath, Six Rivers, 
Shasta-Trinity, and Mendocino) 
are gathering data for developing 
Off-road Vehicle Plans. 

We need your comments to 
help us in preparing these plans. 
Information that would be useful to us 
is: 

1. What are the concerns of 
organized groups relative to the use of 
Off-Road Vehicles on National Forest 
lands in Northern California? (This 
question needs to be answered on a 
broad basis and shouldn’t relate to 
specific areas.) 

2. How can ORV use be continued in 
a manner that will reduce resource 
damage in some areas, and eliminate 
resource damage in highly fragile areas? 

3. How can the adoption of effective 
ORV regulations proceed efficiently 
recognizing that: 

The job needs to be complete by 
December 31, 1976. 

The job covers eight National Forests 
— which include 39 Ranger Districts — 
for a total 10,169,184 acres. 

4. What method can be used to best 
keep statewide ORV organizations fully 
informed? 

5. In what form would you. like to 
see the regulations prepared (i.e. maps 
of areas with regulations, booklets, 
pamphlets, etc., with individual Forest 
plans or collective plans? 

The Forests will develop individual 
proposals during the coming months. 
They will consider such factors as noise, 
safety, potential impacts on soil, water, 
air, vegetation, fish and wildlife habitat, 
and existing or proposed recreational 
uses. 

Alternative Forest proposals will be 
presented to you and the public for 
review. Based on this final plans will be 
developed by December, 1976.

Trials in Japan 


By Denise Bolden 


Two years ago when I first came 
from Southern California, trials 
was just beginning here in Japan. 


There were only 


riders that entered a trials then. I 
rode Kids class in the states and 
when I came here, I said, “Wow, 
look at all those kids’ traps, give 
me a bike and IIl ride ’em.”’ The bikes 
that they were riding then were highly 
modified trailbikes and enduros. There 
were only two “real” trials bikes at that 
time, one a Bultaco and the other an 
Ossa. 

Up until Honda sent the first three 
riders to Scotland to participate in the 
Scottish Six Days Trials, sections were 
similar to Novice sections in the States. 
The traps now are equivalent to our 
Expert sections. Unlike trials held in 
Southern California, you are required to 
wear helmets, and long sleeve shirts. 
Many of the riders wear Bellstaff style 
plastic suits from England. 

Today, most trials in Japan draw at 
least one hundred riders, at least here in 
the Tokyo area, but we have heard that 
the turnouts in Kobe are just as big. The 
trials here have three classes: Novice, 
Junior, and Expert Junior. No matter 
how many firsts a Novice or Junior wins 
during the year, he cannot transfer to 
another class until the end of the year. 

The most popular bike is the Honda 
TL 125. Next is the Yamaha TY 250, 
Suzuki RL 250, and there are a few 
Kawasaki 250s and Honda TL 250s. 
Recently, they have started using the 
new little Yamaha TY 125, and there 
are half a dozen other types such as the 
Montesa, Bultaco, and Ossa. 

About 25 percent of the riders ride 
their bikes to the trials and remove the 
lights to participate in the event, then 
ride the machine back home.

To ride a trials in Japan, you must 
have a Motorcycle Federation of Japan 
(MFJ) license. To obtain an MFJ 
license, you must have a regular driver’s 
license, therefore, all trials riders in 
Japan must be at least 16 years of age. 

In addition to the MFJ Trials, in 
which riders qualify to ride in the 
All-Japan Trials, the local dealer 
periodically put on a trials and donated 
merchandise for prizes. 

Prizes such as leather gloves, sweat 
shirt autographed by the one and only 
Sammy Miller and Mick Andrews, 
Renthal handlebars, fiberglass gas tanks, 
socks, and Honda Wallets, are not 
unusual. Every participant entering in 
the trials receives some sort of gift: a 
screw driver, brushes, and oil cans. A 
very special prize is a shaving kit. 

The Japanese go ape over Sammy 
Miller and Mick Andrews (who doesn’t). 
Both of these men have appeared in 
Japan several times. It is not unusual 
after one of these publicity /testing tours 
to see Japanese with either of these 
men’s signatures on some article of their 
riding apparel. 

Besides the MFJ license you must 
have to participate in trials, you must 
sign up two or three weeks in advance. 
The cost is about $6 per person, a 
portion of which goes for medical 
insurance. Check in time is at nine, 
riders’ meeting begins at 9:30, then the 
trials starts at 10, breaking for lunch at 
12 or 12:30, for a one hour lunch. No 
riding takes place during lunch, for you 
will find the checkers eating their 
O-Bento, (O-Bento is a small boxed 
lunch containing two rice balls wrapped 
in seaweed, and some Japanese pickles).

Most trials are about 10 sections long 
and cover three loops, two before lunch 
and one after lunch, finishing at about 
2:30 in the afternoon. The time 
schedules are usually quite lenient, 
except when there is a bottleneck at 
several sections when there is a large 
turn-out. 

As far as “American” trials go, there 
are very few. Those that we have 
attended were held by one of the 
Military Motorcycle Clubs near Tokyo,

The TY 175 weighs in at just over 
180 pounds soaking wet. The 175cc 
motor has been tuned for tractor power 
delivery (will dig holes nearly as well as 
the Honda — just takes more throttle), 
and the power-weight combination 
yields sparkling performance. It almost 
makes the six-speed gearbox seem a bit 
superfluous. There’s no excuse for 
attacking a section in the wrong gear. 

“Attack” is the right word, for, 
watching Bernie charge various sections, 
it was obvious he was using more 
throttle and more momentum to do the 
same things with the 175 than he was 
doing with the 250. For a full-size adult, 
(which Bernie now is), there’s no 
substitute for ccs and torque. 

Boyd’s kid, Derreck, an average-size 
11-year-old, took to the 175 with relish. 
It’s the biggest (displacement) bike he 
can ride and still touch ground with 
both feet. Chris, a smallish slender lady, 
also enjoyed the 175 the most. For 
people who are not brute-strong, that 
30 pound gap between the 250 and 175 
is of real significance. 

The 175’s shifter was vulnerable but 
malleable. After smashing it U-shaped 
twice and straightening it with a 
mid-size metric crescent without 
breaking it, we finally relented and 
raised it. Incidentally, the two Yamahas 
were the only bikes of the test group 
that carried a tool kit (stuffed under the 
front of the main top tube). 

Boyd: I like the TY 175 best for its 
size. It seems smoother than the 250s 
and handles better. As far as being 
competitive, depends on the weight of 
the rider. Ideal weight, I'd say 140 
pounds. It may not be competitive in 
the Expert class... (rated the TY 250 
best all-around). 

Jeff: They need to get rid of the lights, 
for sure. The head pipe could use a skid 
plate of its own.. 

Boyd: Engine gets a nine ora 10 for its 


size ...still suffers from lack of 
flywheel weight. 

In short, Yamaha has created a 
package between the traditional 


“mini-trialer” and the full-size bike, 
coming up with the most engine a small 
person could handle in a package that 
handles with brilliance and precision. 
We all loved it, even the staffer with the 
busted wing.

So, what makes a great trialer? Ask 
Sammy Miller (but Honda probably 
won’t let him talk). Given that the basic 
design has been executed correctly, all 
trials bikes are the same to a Novice. 
(The critical differences begin to be 
noticed about the time one achieves 
Expert status.) Some are definitely 
easier to ride than others, and that is 
critical to the Novice or Amateur. (To 
the non-competitive cowtrailer as well.) 

Two things surprised us: a) That the 
Suzuki had gotten so much better in a 
short year, and b) That the Yamaha 
would rate high on everyone’s 
scorecard, from Novice to Expert, and 
all for the same reason — it was easiest 
to ride competently. 

What we learned from the Suzuki is 
that no bike can be any better than the 
dealer/distributor network that supports 
it, and that the performance of any 
machine can be degraded while the 
people handling it are on the early part 
of the “learning curve.” Where trials is 
concerned, the entire Japanese industry 
is on the early part of the curve. 

We’re reminded of something Gordon 
Farley said at a trials exhibition last 
year: “What most people forget is that 
the Spanish have been at this for — 
what? — 10 years, while the Japanese 
have just started. Look how far they’ve 
come. Wait another three, five years, 
and then see where they are.” 

Looking at our current crop of 
Japanese trialers, seeing how far they’ve 
come in just one or two seasons, we 
can’t help but agree with him. e

Relevance is a kill switch in the right place. 
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Honda TL 12: 


Stll the value champ, inflation notwithstanding

The Honda TL 125 is still, at $749 
suggested West Coast retail, the 


cheapest 


honest-to-Murgatroyd 


adult-size trials bike you can buy. 


Though it makes no pretense of 
being as good as (say) a 123 Cota, 
and though the engine’s a trifle 
anemic for hauling a six-foot, 200 
pound turkey over cobby ground, with 
the money you save buying one, you can 
make it a very competitive and very 
satisfying ride. 

The first of the Japanese trialers to 
hit the market, the “K2” version differs 
only in detail from its predecessors. 
Most noticeable is the relocated kill 
switch. `(Subtitle — a switch in time 
saves five.) Since we also got an earlier 
model to play with, this change was 
doubly reinforced on our consciousness 
after killing the older one three straight 
times in the same section by kneeing 
the old switch while trying to make an 
extra-long dab. 

Less noticeable are better rear 
dampers, new brake shoes and lighter 
rims. Riding the TL 125 after being on 
the latest Spanish machinery, it at first 
feels choppy, oversprung and lacking in 
suspension travel. Once you settle into 
its responses, you find the Honda to be, 
as ever, a basically sound trials bike that 
goes where it’s pointed, lofts easily, 
steers with easy precision and trucks 
dutifully over roots and stones and logs, 
or whatever assorted trash you ride on. 

The TL 125’s main failing is it plain 
lacks grunt. For a full-size adult, 
momentum management is exceedingly 
critical, and some sections degenerate 
into a “wick it on and charge”’ scramble, 
aided by flailing feet. Oh, for a little 
torque. 

There’s also a tendency for the engine 
to stumble when the throttle is snapped 
open suddenly at low idle. Part of the 
cure can be effected in about 15 
minutes, by removing the rocker covers 





and cranking in an extra 0.25mm or so 


(about one full adjuster turn) of valve 
clearance. This effectively decreases 
exhaust/intake overlap and improves 
breathing at super-low engine speeds 
with only a small penalty at the top 
end. Re-set the idle and air-bleed after 
you button up the rocker covers. It will 
seem to be a new bike in the tight, 
picky stuff. 

Most other mods cost money. You 
will likely want new alloy bars. Six inch 
Renthals fit the tall guys really fine, 
making controlled fore-and-aft weight 
transfer much easier. Next (and 
probably most cost-effective) is’ to 
chuck the stock exhaust as far as you 
can chuck it. Honda meant well when 
they built the TL 125, it’s as quiet asa 
whiskbroom. But it’s just not efficient. 

Practically any aftermarket exhaust 
system will be an improvement, but the 
price is more noise. The size of the noise 
penalty varies from system to system. 
We’ve seen pipes by Torque Engineering 
teamed with Skyway or Trapp X-dusor 
mufflers used to good effect, and we’ve 
had the opportunity to extensively test 
a TL 125 with a Murphy’s Muffler fitted 
to a Precision Cycle pipe designed 
expressly for the Murphy installation. 

It’s a toss-up as to whose system is 
“best,” though the Murphy 
Muffler/Precision system was by far the 
quietest. Also, the standard Murphy 
Muffler is an approved spark arrestor. 
The Precision pipe wraps around the 
cylinder and crosses under the carb to 
mold the necessary tuned length close 
to the bike. There’s a “U”-path surge 
chamber just ahead of the muffler 
which adds effective tuned length as it 
provides a pulse dampener between 
muffler and header. Strange bunch of 
plumbing, but it works. Early 
prototypes of the system had a bad flat 
spot at mid-range, but this has been 





tuned out. Re-jetting instructions come 
with the kit, as it radically affects the 
breathing characteristics of the engine. 

Another radical change, surprisingly 
cost-effective, is to stroke (but not 
bore) the engine to 152cc with a 
Powroll stroker kit. This not only 
increases torque output with no other 
changes, but also increases flywheel 
inertia noticeably. Our 200-pounder got 
a brief ride on a stroker and was 
suitably impressed with its 
bank-climbing ability. The TL can be | 
bored as well as stroked to obtain 
roughly 170cc, but this is not 
recommended. The extra bore seems to 
screw up the breathing and make 
low-speed carburetion nearly impossible 
to dial in. Net effect on the engine’s 
trials suitability is minus. 

Bob Nickelsen, who has helped 
Honda develop both the TL 125 and TL 
250, distrusts boring and stroking 
equally. According to Bob, the 
kickstarter gear is marginal in strength, 
and the added strain will eventually do 
the kickstart mechanism (or the 
supporting case structure) in. Bob 
specifies three stages of modification for 
the TL 125 that totally sidestep 
increased displacement. We hope to have 
a detailed rundown in the near future. 

So what’s your pleasure? Stock, or 
tricked-out to the hilt. The TL 125 can 
be anything from a learner’s first trialer 
to a pleasure cowtrailer to a competitive 
Novice/Amateur ride, depending on 
how much you want to spend. Bob 
Nickelsen, with American Honda’s 
blessing, will ride a. standard- 
displacement (but super-trick otherwise) 
125 in the North American Trials 
Championship rounds, just to prove 
how good the little Honda can be. So if 
you flat can’t afford a Bul or a Cota, 
count your coins again. The TL 125 
plus a bit of trickery may be as good as 
you'll ever need. 

P.S.: Wish they’d build a stock TL

and Palomo clashed, and both were out 
leaving a very surprised Braun to grab 
second place, from Finn Penti 
Korhonen, 

There was drama further down the 
field, too. Ekerold was forced to stop 
after his machine slowed, probably with 
grit in the carburetor after an excursion 
on to the grass. Then Nurmi looking a 
good bet for a top five placing slowed 
when his exhaust pipe split. He finished 
13th. 

Finally a hectic five man battle, 
separated by just cight seconds, ended 
with Swiss Phillippe Coulon taking 
fourth position, fellow countryman 
Hans Stadelmann fifth, Austrian Karl 
Auer sixth, Britain’s Chas Mortimer 
seventh and Scotsman Alex George 
eighth place. Coulon, it was alleged had 
twice gone straight on at the chicane, 
and there was. much talk of a protest, 
but it did not happen. 

Just as the 500cc had been a 
‘consolation prize for Ago, the 350cc 
win was the same for Cecotto. After a 
spell of misfortune it had looked as 
though he might regain winning form, 
by taking first place in the 250cc battle 
at Hockenheim, but world champion 
Walter Villa had other ideas. He stormed 
through the field in brilliant style to 
snatch the lead from the young South 
American after ten of the 19-lap race. 

Cecotto wouldn’t admit defeat, 
though. Side by side they diced it out, 
until the Mast lap when Villa really 
pulled out all the stops. Cecotto tried so 
hard to stay with him he fell off, and 
Walter went on to extend his World 
Championship lead, with a record 
breaking last lap! 

Cecotto’s disappearance gave Michel 
second spot, and the Harley Davidson 
factory a morale-boosting 1-2. Third 
home was the Spaniard Victor Palomo, 
right on form at the moment and 
obviously a man with a big future in 
road racing. He beat Swede Leif 
Gustafsson by three tenths of a second. 

Not riding nearly as well though, was 
Frenchman Patrick Pons who was 
leading the World Championship before 
the race. He took fifth place, ten 
seconds clear of a tremendous battle 
between Brazilian newcomer Edmar 
Ferreira and experienced Bruno 
Kenubuhler. 

Those chicanes came in for more 
controversy here again when Finn Tapio 
Virtanen claimed he had been robbed of 
tenth place, and a valuable World 
Championship point, by the Frenchman 
Balde who claims Virtanen went straight 
on at the last chicane on the final lap, in 
which he headed the Finn home by 
three tenths of a second. 

Kent Andersson finally took third 
position after a strong challenge from 
Otello Buscherini on the Malanca had 
retired at the one-quarter of the 
distance, 

There was just one tenth of a second 
between the winning Morbidellis, but 
Kent was 1 min. 26 seconds behind the 
pair after the full 17 laps. 

Twenty three seconds behind Kent 
came fellow countryman Leif 
Gustafsson, and fifth best was 
Dutchman Henk Van Kessel, while 
Bruno Kneubuhler, almost last away at 


the start brought the works water 
cooled Yamaha through to sixth 
position.
